To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Thome  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  conditions 
of  your  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1961. 


The  main  item  to  which  I  would  draw  your  attention  is  the  maintenance  of  the  low  infant 
mortality  rate,  the  second  year  in  succession  that  this  has  remained  below  that  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole.  When  one  considers  that  only  a  year  or  two  ago  the  rate  for  this  area  was 
often  double  that  of  the  national  average  it  emphasises  this  magnificent  achievement,  once  again  my 
thanks  are  due  to  the  General  Practitioners  and  Nursing  Staff. 


The  birth  rate  has  risen  during  the  year  to  22.2  births  per  1,000  population  from  20  during 
1960  and  has  continued  to  be  well  above  the  national  rate  of  17.4  and  the  West  Riding  rate  of 
17.2 


The  total  deaths  from  all  causes  has  shown  a  small  increase  from  that  of  the  previous  year 
but  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  have  fallen  from  65  to  55  and  those  of  cancer  of  the  lung  from 
13  to  10. 

The  County  Council  services  have  continued  to  make  very  satisfactory  progress.  The  new  Clinics 
at  Dunscroft  and  Stainforth  have  considerably  improved  the  facilities  available,  especially  in  regard 
to  health  education  which  has  occupied  an  increasing  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  Healdt  Visitors. 
The  recruitment  of  midwives  has  again  (as  usual)  been  the  main  concern.  The  completion  of  the 
maternity  home  building  programme  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  whereby  more  mothers  will  be 
able  to  have  their  children  bom  in  hospital  is  our  main  hope  for  relieving  pressure  on  the  local 
maternity  service. 


My  thanks  are  given  to  the  whole  staff  for  their  support  throughout  the  year  and  my  Chief 
Clerk  who  has  compiled  the  statistical  part  of  this  report.

Compared  to  the  previous  year  the  number  of  live  births  shows  a  very  considerable  rise  from 
696  during  1960  to  780,  an  increase  of  84. 

The  current  figure  is  in  fact  the  highest  number  of  births  recorded  for  some  years.  The  rate 
per  1,000  population  of  22.2  continues  to  be  very  much  above  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole  (17.4). 

The  remarkable  reduction  in  infant  deaths  recorded  last  year  has  continued  during  the  current 
year  and  remains  below  that  of  the  national  average,  a  truly  magnificent  achievement  especially  when 
one  considers  that  this  area  not  so  long  ago  had  a  rate  of  double  the  national  figure. 

A  detailed  review  is  undertaken  on  every  infant  death  and  these  show  that  none  of  the  infant 
deaths  could  be  considered  as  preventable  in  the  present  state  of  medical  knowledge. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  have  risen  from  276  to  294  but  deaths  from  cancerous  conditions  have 
decreased  to  55  compared  with  65  in  the  previous  year.

The  increase  in  the  incidence  of  dysentery  was  of  the  mild  sonne  type.  In  the  main,  cases 
rapidly  cleared  with  treatment.  Due  to  the  high  infectivity  of  this  type  of  dysentery  community 
control  is  extremely  difficult  and  largely  ineffective. 

The  expected  epidemic  of  measles  duly  occurred  and  rapidly  spread  throughout  the  area.  It 
continued  to  be  of  mild  nature  and  no  deaths  occurred  in  the  654  cases  notified.

TUBERCULOSIS  -  PREVENTION  OF,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

The  work  of  the  department  directed  towards  the  prevention  of,  and  the  care  and  after  care 
of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Patients  from  this  area  now  attend  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary,  being  under  the  care  of 
the  Hospital  Board  Chest  Physician. 

Health  Visitors  visit  patients  regularly  in  their  homes  ensuring  that  treatment  advised  is 
continued  with,  and  that  the  general  care  and  welfare  of  the  patient  is  maintained.  They  also 
attend  the  Chest  Clinic  to  discuss  patients’  treatment  with  the  Chest  Physician  in  domiciliary  care. 

During  the  year  there  were  26  new  cases  notified  as  compared  with  13  the  previous  year. 
From  the  26  new  cases  121  new  contacts  were  found,  and  of  these  it  is  known  that  89  attended 
for  X-ray  and  received  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

During  the  year  520  visits  were  made  by  Health  Visitors  to  tuberculosis  households,  and  a 
further  44  “No  Access”  visits  were  made.

Thebe  clinics  are  held  in  premises  as  shown  under  “Clinic  arrangement”  each  being  staffed 
by  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  two  Health  Visitors  with  assistance  from  voluntary  workers. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  new  County  Council  Clinic  was  opened  in  Stainforth 
behind  the  new  County  Library  in  October,  1961,  thus  making  two  new  County  Clinics  available  to 
mothers  and  children  within  the  last  two  years. 

At  all  the  five  Clinics  in  the  area  Health  Education  propaganda  has  been  an  important  factor 
in  the  year’s  work.  Numerous  talks,  displays,  discussions,  film  shows  and  lectures  have  been 
arranged. 

During  the  year  attendances  were  as  follows,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  compared  with  last 
year’s  report  there  was  an  increase  in  the  total  children  attending.  Total  attendances  show  an  increase

NAnONAL  WELFARE  FOODS

In  February  1961  the  Ministry  of  Health  announced  plans  which  were  to  become  effective 
from  1st  June,  1961,  that  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Vitamin  Tablets  and  Orange  Juice  were  to  be  sold 
to  beneficiaries  at  cost  price,  tokens  no  longer  being  required.

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DENTAL  TREATMENT  FOR  EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING  MOTHERS

nursing  mother  (the  latter  up  to  12  months  from  the  birth  of  the  child)  is  offered  treatment 
either  by  one  of  the  County  Council  Dental  Officers  or  by  a  Dentist  of  their  own  choice.

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CARE  OF  THE  PREMATURE  INFANT 


During  1961  there  were  35  premature  live  births.  Special  visits  are  arranged  by  both 
midwife  and  health  visitor  during  the  first  28  days  of  life  to  ensure  that  the  utmost  care  available 
is  given  to  the  child.  Mothers  are  strongly  urged  to  pay  regular  visits  to  the  Child  Welfare  Centre 
after  this  period  to  ensure  supervision. 

Shown  below  are  details  of  such  babies  bom  during  1961. 


From  the  above  it  will  be  observed  that  of  the  35  live  births,  31  survived  the  statistical 
period  of  28  days. 

Of  the  8  infants  bom  at  home,  5  were  removed  to  hospital  care. 

A  special  “Sorrento”  premature  baby  cot  and  equipment  with  oxygen  is  always  kept  avail¬ 
able  and  ready  for  use  in  an  emergency.  This  was  not,  however,  required  during  the  year. 


HEALTH  VISITING 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  six  fully  qualified  Health  visitors  were  employed, 
and  in  August  one  who  had  been  under  Training  during  the  year  was  appointed  to  the  fully  qualified 
staff  to  bring  the  establishment  up  to  strength  of  7  Health  Visitors. 

The  Health  Visitors’  programme  for  the  year  has  been  a  very  full  one  with  infant  visiting, 
clinic  attendances,  school  medical  inspections,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  tuberculosis  visiting, 
visiting  the  sick  and  aged,  supervision  of  Home  Helps,  Health  Education  programmes  in  schools  and 
clinics,  lectures  and  courses  of  instmction.  Exceptionally  good  co-operation  exists  with  General 
Practitioners.

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

As  reported  in  last  year’s  report,  the  shortage  of  trained  midwives  continued  again  throughout 
1961.  The  establishment  of  midwives  for  this  area  is  9  whole -time  midwives. 

Two  of  the  whole-time  staff  are  approved  Teaching  Midwives  and  throughout  the  year  pupil 
midwives  from  local  training  hospitals  were  put  in  their  charge  for  district  training. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  County  Medical  Officer  arranged  for  a  whole-time  Senior 
Relief  Midwife  to  work  in  the  area,  and  also  approved  for  a  S.R.N.  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpo.je 
of  assisting  the  whole -time  midwives  with  the  nursings  of  mothers  and  their  babies. 

These  two  appointments  greatly  assisted  the  work  of  the  department,  but  in  September  one 
of  the  whole-time  staff  resigned  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  another  authority. 

In  an  endeavour  to  attract  suitable  applicants  to  the  area  the  County  Medical  Officer  approved 
the  complete  furnishing  of  one  of  the  County  rented  houses,  two  single  midwives  being  interviewed 
in  December  to  take  up  appointment  early  in  1962.

Emergency  Flying  Squad 

The  Western  Hospital  (Maternity  Unit)  at  Doncaster  have  available  an  emergency  flying 
squad  for  the  domiciliary  treatment  of  patients  too  ill  to  be  removed  to  hospital,  and  during  the 
year  the  unit  was  called  out  by  General  Practitioners  and  midwives  once  to  Thorne  and  once  to 
Dunscroft. 


MATERNITY  HOME  ACCOMMODATION 

Any  expectant  mother  who  considers  that  she  will  be  unable  to  have  her  delivery  at  home, 
due  to  unsuitable  conditions,  may  apply  through  her  own  doctor  or  midwife  for  consideration  to  have 
her  baby  in  hospital. 

Each  applicant  for  a  bed  is  visited  at  home  by  a  midwife  who  discusses  the  possibility  of 
a  home  confinement  and  if  it  is  felt  to  be  unsuitable,  application  for  a  bed  is  then  recommended. 

During  the  year  112  expectant  mothers  applied  for  beds  on  social  grounds.

DOMICILIARY  NURSING  EQUIPMENT  FOR  THE  SICK 

Under  the  County  Council  care  and  after  care  scheme  many  items  of  domiciliary  nursing 
equipment  are  available  to  patients  being  nursed  at  home. 

The  equipment  is  loaned  from  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for  a  temportary  period  (renewable 
every  month)  upon  application  being  made  by  the  patient’s  General  Practitioner  or  the  Home  Nurse 
who  may  be  in  attendance. 

The  main  items  of  equipment  loaned  are  shown  below.  During  the  year  a  total  of  647 
issues  were  made. 

A  new  item  of  equipment  was  added  to  the  approved  list  during  the  year,  this  being  the 
enuresis  alarm,  more  commonly  known  as  “Buzzers  for  bed  wetters”,  and  great  use  has  been  made 
of  this  instrument  which  is  suitable  for  children  suffering  from  enuresis. 

The  instrument  is  usually  kept  by  the  patient  for  approximately  3  months,  at  the  end  of  which 
time  a  cure  is  usually  effected.  Of  the  36  patients  who  used  these  during  the  year  26  were  completely 
cured,  two  would  not  persevere  with  it,  and  the  remaining  eight  cases  did  not  return  record  cards 
but  it  is  more  than  probable  that  at  least  half  of  these  effected  a  cure.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  table  that  there  was  a  decrease  both  in  the  total  number  of 
patients  attended  and  hours  worked.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  as  in  past  years  the  service 
given  to  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  has  increased  this  year  by  6  patients  and  976  hours. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  maternity  cases  and  an  increase  of  service  with 
tuberculous  cases. 

The  establishment  of  Home  Helps  for  this  area  is  21  per  week,  based  upon  a  42  hour  working 
week,  this  gives  a  total  of  882  working  hours  available  weekly.  If  the  working  hours  exceed  this 
figure  application  has  to  be  made  to  the  County  Council  for  additional  hours  from  the  County  ‘Reserve 
Pool’,  and  during  1961  application  was  made  on  4  occasions  to  the  equivalent  of  12  whole-time 
Home  Helps.  The  overall  establishment  for  the  year  worked  out  at  24.2. 

At  the  31st  December,  1961,  there  were  57  Home  Helps  on  the  staff  of  the  department 
working  on  185  cases,  spread  over  all  areas  of  the  district. 

Upon  application  of  a  patient,  which  must  be  supported  by  a  medical  certificate  from  the 
patient’s  General  Practitioner  indicating  that  there  are  medical  reasons  which  require  the  patient  to 
receive  domestic  assistance,  the  patient  is  forwarded  an  application  form  and  at  the  same  time  a 
Health  Visitor  visits  the  home  to  assess  the  particular  need  of  the  patient  in  relation  to  the  number 
of  hours  per  day  that  service  is  required.  Upon  receipt  of  this  information  service  is  given  as  far  as 
possible  to  that  recommended,  but  this  is  not  always  possible  due  to  holidays,  sickness  and  other 
demands  on  the  service. 

Many  of  the  aged  patients  complain  when  their  regular  Home  Help  is  taken  away  to  another 
case  and  another  Home  Help  substituted;  as  far  as  possible,  however,  no  unnecessary  changes  are 
made. 


Supervision  of  the  Home  Helps  during  the  year  was  undertaken  by  the  Health  Visiting  staff. 
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CONVALESCENT  HOME  TREATMENT 


The  County  Council,  under  the  care  and  after  care  scheme,  provides  for  patients  of  all  ages 
convalescence  for  those  in  need,  and  whom  it  is  felt  after  such  a  period  of  convalescence  would  be 
able  to  return  to  their  former  way  of  life. 

Applications  must  be  supported  by  the  patient’s  own  doctor  and  after  consideration  the  final 
decision  is  made  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 


An  increasing  number  of  applications,  especially  amongst  the  aged,  have  had  to  be  refused 
as  it  was  considered  that  they  were  not  strictly  convalescent  cases. 

All  patients  going  on  convalescence  are  assessed  according  to  their  financial  circumstances.

CHIROPODY  TREATMENT 

In  my  last  year’s  report  details  were  given  of  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  given  approval 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  the  County  Council  in  1959. 

As  previously  reported,  the  scheme  commenced  in  this  area  during  1960,  during  which  year 
many  teething  problems  of  a  new  scheme  were  overcome.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  1961 
the  scheme  ran  very  smoothly  indeed. 

There  are  two  Voluntary  Associations,  one  at  Moorends  and  the  other  at  Stainforth,  together 
with  the  County  Council  clinic  in  Thome,  and  it  appears  that  these  three  clinics  adequately  meet 
the  needs  of  the  area. 


All  patients  who  require  treatment  are  referred  to  the  Divisional  Health  Office  either  through 
their  General  Practitioner,  Health  Visitor,  Home  Nurse  or  Midwife.  Patients,  who  it  is  ascertained 
require  treatment,  are  authorised  six  treatments  per  year.

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  offered  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  all  children  during  their 
first  few  months  of  life  by  the  Health  Visitor  who  visits  the  home,  and  arrangements  made  for 
those  parents  or  guardians  who  desire  their  children  protected,  for  it  to  be  carried  out  either  by  the 
family  doctor  at  his  surgery  or  the  Medical  Officer  at  the  nearest  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Vaccinations  carried  out  during  the  year,  together  with  figures  for  previous  years  are  shown 
for  comparison.  It  will  be  observed  there  was  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  primary 
vaccinations.

It  is  disappointing  to  note  that  in  the  second  half  of  the  year  only  285  children  received  primary 
immunisation  either  by  their  General  Practitioner  or  Local  Authority  clinics. 

From  the  table  above  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  1961  marks  a  good  year  as  regards  the 
total  number  of  children  who  received  primary  immunisation.  The  number  immunised  under 
5  years  of  age  (686)  being  the  highest  for  many  years.  No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified 
during  1961. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  nursing  staff  for  a 
personal  letter  from  myself  to  be  handed  to  parents  of  all  new  bom  babies,  pointing  out  the  danger 
they  expose  their  children  to  by  their  indecision.  I  am  determined  to  have  a  reply  from  each  and 
every  parent  and  a  scheme  has  been  drawn  up  to  achieve  this.  By  the  time  my  next  Annual  Report 
is  printed  I  hope  to  be  able  to  report  a  more  favourable  position  with  the  primary  immunisation  of 
infants. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH 


From  the  infectious  diseases  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  during  the  year  13  cases  of 
whooping  cough,  as  compared  with  104  the  year  before. 

Of  the  13  cases  reported,  no  child  had  received  a  course  of  immunisation,  which  of  course  is 
available  to  all  children  up  to  the  age  of  4  years. 

During  the  year  788  children  received  a  course  of  injections  against  whooping  cough,  either 
singly  or  in  combination  with  other  injections. 


POLIOMYELITIS

The  response  of  the  public  to  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  has  remained  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year,  but  many  patients  tend  to  attend  only  too  willingly  for  their  first  injection  and  fail  to  attend 
all  subsequent  appointments  and  it  is  to  these  persons  I  would  particularly  appeal  to  to  ensure  they 
do  their  utmost  in  keeping  appointments.  Failure  to  keep  such  appointments  usually  means  that  vaccine 
has  to  be  destroyed. 

In  April  1961  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a  circular  15/61  indicating  that  in  view  of  the 

markedly  greater  risk  of  infection  to  which  children  in  school,  or  about  to  enter  school,  are  exposed 

the  Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  recommended  that  a  reinforcing  fourth  dose  should  be 
offered  to  all  children  who  had  not  reached  the  age  of  twelve.  Consequently  arrangements  were  put 
in  hand,  and  by  the  end  of  September  all  children  concerned  had  been  given  vaccinations. 

Unfortunately  supplies  of  vaccine  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  became  very  limited  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  and  work  was  held  up  considerably. 

Although  public  response  is  satisfactory,  still  greater  efforts  must  be  made,  as  although 
several  thousands  have  already  been  vaccinated  it  did  not  prevent,  as  I  had  hoped,  a  case  of  polio¬ 
myelitis  occurring.  This  was  a  little  girl  aged  4  years,  in  July,  1961. 

It  is,  however,  of  interest  and  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Thome  Rural  District  at  the  31st 

March,  1961,  had  the  highest  acceptance  rate  for  vaccination  in  younger  persons  in  the  whole  of  the 
West  Riding  area,  being  56.4  as  against  the  County  rate  of  38.8.  The  national  acceptance  rate  for 
this  age  group  is  55.0. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  during  1962  the  public  will  whole-heartedly  co-operate  with  the  Health 
Department  staff  and  general  practitioners  in  trying  to  achieve  a  still  greater  acceptance  rate.

Minor  ailment  clinics  (referred  to  as  “School  Clinics”)  are  held  in  premises  named  under 
the  heading  “Clinic  Arrangements”. 

A  Health  Visitor  is  in  attendance,  and  any  serious  ailment  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer  or  referred  to  the  child’s  own  General  Practitioner.

CONSULTANT  PAEDIATRIC  CLINIC 

Dr.  C.  C  Harvey,  the  Paediatrician,  continues  to  hold  his  special  clinic  once  monthly  for 
children  of  this  area. 

During  1961  nine  clinics  were  held  in  which  he  saw  22  new  cases  and  29  cases  from  the 
previous  year;  attendances  totalled  53. 


CHILD  GUIDANCE  TREATMENT 

All  children  with  psychological  difficulties,  emotional  disturbances,  behaviour  disorders,  or  who 
appear  to  be  maladjusted  in  their  home  or  at  school,  may  be  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic, 
by  appointment  with  the  Divisional  Health  Office. 

This  clinic,  which  is  conducted  by  Doctor  P.  J.  Crowley,  M.A.,  M.D.,  (Cantab.),  M.R.C.P.(I), 
D.Ch.,  D.P.M.,  Consultant  Psychiatrist  to  the  West  Riding  and  is  assisted  by  Psychologist  and 
Psychiatric  Social  worker,  is  held  at  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Woodlands. 

During  the  year,  26  children  from  this  area  attended. 


SPEECH  THERAPY 

Children  who  require  treatment  are  first  seen  by  a  medical  officer  and  then  sent  to  see  the 
Speech  Therapist,  who  holds  her  clinic  in  one  of  the  nearby  schools. 

During  1961  the  total  cases  treated  were  36,  which  included  6  new  cases. 

42  clinics  were  held  during  the  year,  and  discharges  from  the  clinic  numbered  6.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  32  children  still  awaiting  treatment. 


AUDIOLOGY  CLINIC 

During  1961  a  special  audiology  clinic  was  opened  in  a  neighbouring  area  to  which  children 
from  this  area  can  attend.  The  special  assessment  unit  is  staffed  by  a  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 
a  trained  teacher  of  the  deaf,  a  clinical  psychologist,  speech  therapist  and  a  specially  trained  health 
visitor. 


The  purpose  of  this  clinic  is  two-fold,  firstly  to  discover  the  very  young  deaf  child,  and 
in  this  field  two  Health  Visitors  in  this  area  have  been  specially  trained  in  their  ascertainment  under 
the  Department  of  the  Deaf,  Manchester  University.  Secondly  any  young  child  who  they  consider 
needs  further  investigation  can  be  referred  to  the  audiology  clinic. 

During  the  year  two  children  from  this  area  were  referred  for  investigation. 
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DENTAL  TREATMENT 


The  County  Dental  Officer  arranges  for  the  dental  examination  of  children  in  school  and 
any  pupil  who  may  require  treatment  is  invited  to  attend  a  very  up-to-date  and  well  equipped  County 
Council  Dental  Clinic  in  Doncaster. 

Due  to  staff  shortages,  however,  only  two  schools  in  this  area  were  visited  during  the  year. 


EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT

HOSPITAL  EYE  SERVICE 

Children  requiring  attention  to  their  eyes  are  referred  by  the  School  Health  Service  to  Dr. 
K.  H.  Mehta  under  the  Hospital  Eye  Service,  who,  in  turn,  arranges  for  any  treatment  necessary. 

A  special  clinic  for  such  children  is  held  once  weekly  in  Doncaster. 

During  1961,  146  children  were  prescribed  glasses. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT 

Children  from  this  area  can  be  seen  by  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Maitland  Smith,  at  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary. 

A  clinic  is  held  once  monthly,  and  during  1961,  2  clinics  were  held,  at  which  3  children  were 
seen  from  this  area. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS  —  ENTRANTS  TO  TRAINING  COLLEGES 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

During  1961,  32  entrants  to  training  colleges  were  examined,  also  41  children  were  examined 
in  connection  with  applications  for  employment. 

In  addition,  many  other  medical  examinations  were  undertaken  for  entry  into  the 
Superannuation  Schemes  of  the  County  Council  and  District  Council. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


1961  was  the  first  full  year  in  which  the  new  Mental  Health  Act  was  administered. 

In  my  last  year’s  report  I  gave  details  of  the  County  Medical  Officer’s  proposals  under  the 
new  Act.  A  marked  improvement  during  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the  new  County  Council 
Training  Centre  at  Rawcliffe  to  which  sub-normal  patients  from  this  area  attend  daily  by  special  buses. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  19  patients  from  this  area  in  attendance. 

It  was  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  year  the  County  Council  made  special  arrangements 
for  sub-normal  patients  to  proceed  to  Whitby  on  a  week’s  holiday  under  the  supervision  of  Training 
Centre  teachers.  This,  I  understand  was  much  appreciated  and  similar  arrangements  are  in  hand  for 
next  year. 

At  the  31st  December,  1961,  there  were  19  sub-normal  patients  attending  day  training  centres 
and  58  sub-normal  patients  receiving  home  visits,  3  of  which  were  awaiting  urgent  institutional  care. 
During  the  year  there  were  also  4  patients  admitted  to  N.H.S.  hospitals  for  short  stay  care.  There 
were  5  patients  placed  on  the  care  and  guidance  list. 

During  the  year  exceptionally  good  liaison  and  co-operation  was  maintained  between  general 
practitioners  and  the  mental  welfare  officer  who  had  occasion  to  remove  to  mental  hospitals  for  treat¬ 
ment  44  mentally  ill  patients.  Upon  discharge  home  all  patients  are  visited  by  the  mental  welfare 
officer  to  assist  the  patient  in  settling  down  to  their  normal  way  of  life. 

Domiciliary  visits  made  by  the  mental  welfare  officer  during  the  year  to  sub-normal  patients 
totalled  517,  and  to  mentally  ill  patients  429.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  service  is  maintained  by  one  750  gallons  capacity  cesspool  emptier  and  one  combined 
gulley/cesspool  emptier,  both  being  adaptable  for  pail  closet  emptying,  five  refuse  collection 
vehicles  —  two  of  seven,  two  of  ten  and  one  of  12  cubic  yards  capacity,  and  a  utility  vehicle. 

Dustbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  privy  middens  monthly,  cesspools  quarterly  and 
on  request. 

A  bonus  scheme  introduced  at  the  beginning  of  the  financial  year  has  resulted  in  a  reduction 
of  labour  turnover. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  King  Edward  Road,  Thorne;  Oldfield  Lane, 
Stainforth  and  Bootham  Lane,  Dunscroft. 

Dustbins  are  provided  as  a  charge  against  the  general  rate  fund  and  during  the  year  1003  new 
bins  were  provided.

Following  the  reconstruction  by  the  department  of  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  one 
has  been  approved  by  the  Divisional  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.
